state penitentiary will contain a new 
feature in the way of a statistical re- 
view of the prison population. Secre- 
tary C'cok has already partly complet- 
ed the table and it presents some in 
teresting facts. At tne time of com 
piling the statistics which were taken 
at tho eno of May. there were

prisoners in the institution.

cent, are life prisoners, seemingly a

cent are behind the walls for stealing, 
while another 15 per cent have been 
sentenced for assault, of some kind.

The board of review, which takes 


the place, under tin- 
1 code, of the old 


board of i;qualizaliofi, and which was 
organized at the auditor's office with 
Philip Walth«r as president, is pecu- 
liarly endowed under the new law. It 
sits contiuuouBly. and the auditor is 
clerk, ex-offlcio, drawing a salary as 
such, in addition to his fees as audi- 
tor. 


The salaries of the three members 


of the board, aa determined under the 
revised statutes, are paid as follows: 


Each member will receive out uf the 


county treasury. u|K>n the order of the 
board, a monthly compensation not 
to exceni $250 per month, to !w f<vef) 
by the county commissioners for the 
time the board may be in session, and 
they shall meet in rooms provii'.;-! 
by the commissioners. 
When in ses- 


sion, they shall devote their entire 
Urn^ to the duties of their office, and 
no member shall !.i»? engaged in any 
other business or be otherwise employ- 
ed during the period of time covered 
by the sessions of the mmrd. 
The 


board has the right to appoint not to 
exceed six clerks, and six messengers, 
and to fix their salaries, the number, 
of course, depending an the size of 
the city or county. The board is sup- 
posed to be in continual session from 
the first Monday in June, until the 
first Monday ir. June of the following 
year.
